“To ships, aa ships, the nation 
ia not intereated. It is very 
proud of itg mercantile marine, 
bat the ehipe are’ not what it is 
concerned with.

| with the cargoes they bring. | 


“Now, the amoant thet a ship 
carries.in cargo over @ period de- 
pends on the length of the voyage, 
the time taken in losding at the 
port of embarkation and the time 
tn discharging at,the port of des- 
tination, You cannot jshorten 
the length of the voyage. As far 
as imports are concerned, we are 
gelting aa good a diepatch in 
loading as in peace times, because 
the porta fron which we sre 
bringing the cargoes of food, raw 
material and munitions have no 
war demends upon them; they 
are working ander peace condi- 
tions. i ae 

“We now come to the last 
point—the time occupied in dis 
charging the cargoes. This ia 
all-important, and everything 
maet be done that can be done to 
shorten it. If you have only 56 
abips to do the: work of 100, it -is 
obvious that you must use labour 
very freely to get the cargoes out 
and get them distributed. You 
cannot increase the number of 
abips, bat by using labour freely 
you can seve time, and saving 
time meane more cargoes,
